Eigtt hundred engineers who run the hoist- 
ing machinery of the mines of the Illinois Coal 
Operators’ association went on a strike at 
midnight last night, closing 255 mines and 
throwing 50,000 miners out of work. 

“The strike is confined to the state of Illinois. 

The hoisting engineers form a separate 
organization from the United Mine Workers, 
and the strike has not the sanction of the 
big organization. 

The mine workers, however, in the et 
of cases say they will not take the places of 
the engineers, but will simply mop work for 
awhile and look on. 


Strike Is Over New Scale. 
The strike was caused by an attempt of the 


refused, and then the operators’ association 
suggested arbitration, which, in turn, was 
refused by the engineers. The time limit ex- 
pired with the month of October, so the en- 
gineers ordered the strike, 

All holsting machinery in the mines is 
the shafts until the hoists are again in oper- 


ation. 
Strikers’ Side of Case. | 

The following statement, issued by Secre- 
tary Jenkins, gives the engineers’ version 
of the situation: 

“ The main argument of the coal operators 
in the engineers’ controversy is that the 
engineers should submit to the reduction of 
wages that all the other employés at the 
mines have done. 

This argument is answered by the engi- 
neers with the claim that they have not been 
advanced with the other employés and that 
if they should submit to all the reductions, 
they are first entitled to all the advances, 
The total advance tothe engineers aggregates 
less than 21% per cent, or considerably less 
| than is befng pald to the mine workers after 
deducting the 5.58 per cent reduction submit- 
ted to this year.” 


View Held by Operators. 
A member of the operators’ association 


i From the present prospect the stoppage 
of work will be of short duration. Mining 
will be resumed before there can be any scar- 
city and meanwhile there will be competition 
from coal producers in other states. 

“The engineers’ strike looks like a bluff. 
Many of the men do not want to quit and wili 
return in a few days. The places ot the 
others can be filled without difficulty.”’ 

The operators believe that it is the desire of 
the. Mine Workers’ union that the strike fail, 
as i. would be possibile for the big order to get 
control of the engineers, which they have not 
heretofore been able to do. Local dealers 
declare the supply on hand is ample and that 
there Is no fear of a shortage. T insist 
also that prices wiil not go up.

ALWAYS UNDER CONTROL. 


After Evolutions 2,000 Feet in Air It 
to Starting. Point. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 3 alr- 


aeronautic coneourse at the world’s 
grounds today, and then sailed in circles 
and figure eights 2,000 feet above the 
cascades. At the end of half an hour 
of evolutions it went back to the concourse di- 
rectly against an eight-mile breeze, and 
alighted nicely almost on the exact spot trom 
which it started. 

The airship was that of Capt. Thomas 8. 
Baldwin, and was operated by A. Roy Kna- 
benshue of Toledo, O., who made a partially 
successful ascent last week. 

On this occasion the motor did its duty, and 
at all times the craft was under the ee 
control of the operator. 


Sails Back to Starting Place. 

Knabenshue started from the seronautt! 
concourse at 3:37 p. m. and returned after his 
remarkable flight at 4:05 p. m. On the re- 
turn trip the airship satied slowly over the 
exact spot from which it had risen twenty- 
eight minutes previously and glided about 100 
feet further west; where it settled grace- 
fully to the ground. 


for a demonstration, and dozens of eager 
hands were upstretched to grasp the framé 
of the airship, and the fying machine, with | 
its daring navigator, were carried around 
the concourse upon the shoulders of shout- | 
ing men. 
Wins Prize of $500. 

By the successful flight of the Arrow, Capt.

Returns to Starting Point. 

Knabenshue entered the concourse from the 
east at a height of about 200 feet, and, slow- 
ing the speed of his motor, he directed the 
airghip directly over the wooden tressels 
that had supported the Arrow before the 
flight started. His momentum was too great 
to admit of stopping exactly m the place 
from which he had made the ascent, but the 
alrahip settled to the ground within 100 feet. 

After Knabenshue had assisted in housing 
the airship in the aerodrome he was intro- 
duced to nt Francis of the exposition, 
Mayor Wells of St. Louis, and many of the 
world's fair and city officials. Knabenshue’s 
mother and wife‘arrived from Toledo today 
just in time to witness the flight.

trol of the airship. It needed but the slight-

| rection of the vessel and to respond to every 
demand that I made upon it.

Mach Disorder Attends Celebration 
_ Throughout, the City, 


As the climax of a Halloween prank Will- 
fam Sears, 83 years old, $21 Clybourn ave- 
nue, was mistaken for a thief shortly after 
1 o'clock morning and was shot in the 
back and instantly killed by Policeman 
Nicholas Smith of the East Chicago avenue 
station, 

Sears and Frank McKune, 18 years old, 42 
Orleans street, were passing through an al- 
ley in the rear of engine house 42 at Illinois 
and Franklin streets when they were seen by 
the policeman. They carried between them 
a basket, and Smith said later he thought 
they were thieves. 


Ignore Order to Halt. | 

Calling to the men to halt, the policeman 
says they paid no heed to him, and seemed 
only to quicken their movements and to es- 
cape. 
After repeated calls Smith fired and Sears 
fell, while his companion disappeared down 
the alley. When the policeman reached 
Sears the man was dead. a 

Fifteen minutes later Sergeant George 
Pearsall arrested McKune at Indiana and 
Wells streets. He still carried the basket, 
which was empty. 

McKune said that he and Sears had been 
playing Halloween pranks in the neighbor- 
hood, but he failed satisfactorily to explain 
why he ran after called upon to halt. He 
was held by the police. 


Much Disorder in Streets. 

Waste paper boxes were set on fire, gar- 
bage boxes destroyed, and the fire depart- 
ment kept busy all evening by boys and men 
“celebrating Holloween. Many persons 
walking and riding in street cars were the 
target for the small boys with beanshooters. 
Fewer lampposts suffered damage than in 
previous years. This was due to the vigil- 
ance of the police. In a number of instances | 
the street dar tracks were blocked. 

Between 7 p. m. and midnight the fire 
department was kept on the jump.“ More 
than twenty alarms were responded to in 
that time. Nearly all were false. 

A shed in the rear of 005 Thirty-seventh 
street was set on fire by a crowd of boys. 
The blaze spread to an adjoining shed be- 
fore it was extinguished by the firemen.

Corporation Counsel’s Opinion. 

In his opinion Corporation Counsel Tolman 
holds that the city and village act of 1873 
repeals all the water fund legislation in the 
old charter, and the provisions of former 
years forbidding the city to touch this money 
except for water department purposes is not 
found in the general incorporation law. This 
opinion of itgelf is In direct opposition te the 
practice of charter interpretation ertich al- 
ways has been followed by both the city 
and the courts, it heaving been the unbroken 


ter not specifically repealed by the general 
law adopted in 1873 still remained in force, 
and with the later additions together formed 
the charter of Chicago.

The bishop's statement 
was called forth yesterday in connection with 
the announcement of Bishop Nicholson of 
Milwaukee that he would not permit the re- 
marriage in his see of persons who had been 
legally absolved from their marriage vows. 

The new divorce canon,” sai.. Bishop An- 
derson, “is stricter than the old one, al- 
though the extreme measure advocated by 
the house of bishops failed of adoption in the 
lower assembly. ‘The present ruling permits 
the remarriage after one year of a divorced 
person who.is not the guilty party to the 
separation. Any such person desiring to be 
married in the church must present to the 
bishop of his dfecese the court decree show- 
ing the divorce and its grounds. The bishop 
thereupon may ‘issue a statement to any 
clergyman showing that the applicant has 
complied with the canens of the church.” 


No Coercion Is Intended.

But it is sometimes.a pleasure to venture 
beyond actual! province, and therefore the 
statement may be indulged that it is cause 
for regret that Robert Edeson is willing to 
waste his histrionic powers as he now is 
doing. When first he cameinto public notice 
he was a young actor whose manliness, per- 
sonal aftractiveneéss, earnestness, and dra- 
matic gifts caused him to be regarded as one 
destined. to win for himself a worthy place 
on the American stage. He worked dili- 
gently. and stardom was finally accorded nim. 
He @hose as his favorite character the Amer- 
ican military hero, and each season has found 
him presenting some slight variant of this 
type. And n one has been worse than the 
preceding. 

Last night ie placed before his Chicago 
admirers the latest of his creations, a cer- 
tain Lieut. Ranson; and not even the most 
ardent of those admirers could but feel that 
Mr. Edeson was wasting his time and tliat 
he had sadly deteriorated as an actor. The 
great promise of a few years ago seems fad-

As the principal figure in Richard Harding 
Davis’ hopelessly melodramatic and baldly 
theatrical play. Ranson's Folly,” Mr. Ede- 
son has to impersonate a young lieutenant, 
who, after brilliant service in Cuba, the Phil- 
ippines;. and China, has joined the regular 
army and been stationed at a post in the far 
west, fifteen mlles from a railroad and in 
the midst of deadly inactivity.

The object of the amendatory law af the 
last ‘legislature is to extend the Tofrens 
system more rapidly.

shall have the titles to all nonregistered Cook

istered. This will simply expedite a de- 
sirable consummation and will bring most 
of the land in this county under the Torrens 
system in about ten years and relieve real 
estate of a great-and unnecessary burden. 
The law makers recognized the fact that

they put a proviso in the law authorizing 
the Probate court to dispense with registra- 
tion in such cases.

RAND DUKE VLADIMIR of Russia, 


the uncle of the czar, is, according to 


private and reliable advices from St. 

Petersburg, the person to whom be- 

longs the largest share of the credit 

for having persuaded the emperor to intrust 

Kouropathin with the supreme com- 

mand of the military operations in the far 
east, and to recall Viceroy Alexieff. 


It is only fair to the grand duke in question | 


that this should be known, as I have seen it 
widely published in the English and Amer- 

icam newspapers that he was bitterly op- 
posed to Kouropatkin, in consequence of the 
latter having sent his son, Grand Duke Boris, 
home in disgrace. 

In the first place, Boris has not been dis- 
graced, but has been decorated with the or- 
der of St. George for conspicuous brgyery on 
the recommendation of his immediate chief, 
the late Gen. Count Keller, on whose staff 
he was serving, the recommendation being 
warmly indorsed by Kouropatkin. ‘ 

At one moment the czar had allowed him- 
self to be persuaded to reduce Kouropatkin © 
to the rank of a mere divisional commander, 
intrusting him only with the command of one 
of the armies in the field, the other being 
given with equal authority to Gen. Von Grip- 
penberg, while the Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicholaivitch, inspector general of cavalry, 
was to have had supreme direction as gen- 


eralissimo., 

It was Grand Duke Vladimir who, after 
these intentions of the emperor had already 
been made public, impressed upon him the 
absolute necessity of not only reconsidering 
his decision and of appointing Kouropatkin 
to the post of generalissimo, Wut also of giv- 
ing the general a far freer hand than he has 
enjoyed until now, by recalling Admiral 
Alexieff. It was not until de grand duke 
had accomplished this and assured himself 
that his advice would be put into execution 
that he left for Berlin to place himself under 
the medical care of Prof. Las ar for the 
treatment of a painful and troublesome skin 
malady from * he’ has been suffering for 
a time past. ‘ 

Of the annoyance and trouble to which 
Kouropatkin has been put by Admiral Alex- 
jeff, no one has given a more graphic ac- 
count at St. Petersburg than Grand Duke 
Boris, whose stories were confirmed by the 
clever letters which Don Jaimé de Bourbon, 
only son of the Spanish pretender, Don Car- 
los, and serving on the staff of Kouropatkin, 
published in the Paris Correspondent, and in 
an important Italian military journal until 
stopped by protests on the part of Alexieff. 


It seems that Admiral Alexieff had secured | 
the services of a general little known abroad, 


but nevertheless exceedingly clever, of the 
name of Jilinski, whom he attached to his 
staff with the title of its chief, This officer 
was employed by the viceroy to \eriticise Gen. 
Kouropatkin’s every move, and these crit- 
icisms were forwarded by Alexieff as his. 
own comment to the czar, in order to explain 
what in his opinion Kouropatkin ought to 
have done tq insure success, and for a time 
they undoubtedly influenced the emperor, 
causing him to send to Kouropatkin sugges- 
tions and even orders that interfered with 
his plans. 

It must not be forgotten that Admiral Alex- 
jeff is a member of the Armenian race, and 
possessed of all the persuasiveness and the 
skill in intrigue for which the Armenians are 
so celebrated. 

Grand Duke Vladimir has his faults. He 
is far from being a popular man and has not 
always been on the best of terms with his 
imperial nephew. But in this particular. in- 
stancé he has rendered an inestimable serv- 
ice to the Russian nation. 

Spain is all agog at the present moment 
m connection with the attitude of the clergy 
at Seville in refusing, not merely religious 
rites, but even burial in consecrated = 
to the body of the Marquis Pickman, who, in 
spite of his English name, was a member of 
old nobility of Andalusia, being the descend- 
ant of an English Roman Catholic soldjér of 
fortune, who had sought service and refuge 
in Spain at the time of the reformation. 

The reason why the cardinal archbishop of 
Seville and his clergy had refused Christian 
burial to the marquis was because the latter 
had been killed in a duel fought in the park 
of a country seat u sos Del Rosario, near 
Seville.

The Catholic church is . in its atti- 
tude towards the duello, and has; as a church, 
contributed, more than any other Christian 
denomination to check its prevalence. For 
not only does it provide the penalty of ex- 
communication for the principals in an en- 


counter of this kind, but like or the sec- 
onds, for the surgeons in atte ce, and 
even for any priest who ap on the 


ground to minister to the dying in the event 
of a fatal issue. 

Of course, those who survive rhe encounter 
can alWays afterwards make their peace 
by th the church, which has the prerogative 

forgiveness. But when a man happens to 
be killed on the spot in a duel, without having 
received absolution for the sin which he has 
committed in dueling, the chu has no 
alternative but to refuse Christfan burial, 
especially in the case of an encountef of such 
a sensational nature as that of the Marquis 
Pickman and Capt. de Paredes. 

If one seldom hears of the church taking 
action with regard to an encounter of this 
kind by refusing Christian burial, it is be- 
cause duels where one or the other of the 
combatants 18 killed on the spot are 
few and far between. And then, tog, 
the church takes into consideration the 
fact that those who refuse to fight a duel 


incur social ostracism so severe in the coun- 


tries of continenal Europe as to render ex- 
patriation inevitable. I remember asking an 
eminent Roman Catholic prelate, who was a 


..thorough man of the world, to explain to me 


the attitude of the church in the matter. I 
give here his diplomatic reply: 
“There are some cases, he remarked, 

“where it is well to ask the advice and the 
counsel of the holy mother church before- 
hand—and there are others where It is prefer- 
able to avoid this and to confine oneself to 
seeking pardon and grace after the act about 
which one has been in doubt has been ac- 
complished,”

The duel of the Marquis Pickman, who was | 


@ member of the cortes, was brought about 
by the attentions of the captain to the mar- 
quise, a beautiful woman of bourgeois origin, 
her father being the millionaire owner of the 
largest porcelain pottery works at Seville.

the sultan’s seraglio at Constantinople, it 
may be as well to explain that the woman in 
question is neither a sultana nor was ever 
regarded as a princess at Constantinople. 
facts which should be borne in mind when 
she arrives here with Prince Ourrousoff. For 
she has started with him for America. 

She is the daughter ofa Turkish major gen- 
eral, who succumbed to excessive indulgence 
in morphine, and she married the son of a 
princess of the reigning house.

This large and com- 
prehensive exhibit was almost deserted, one 
man was vainly trying to interest his wife 
when we were there, but her eyes followed 
those of what Artemus Ward called “ the 
enthusiastic erowd.“ to the Hfe sized statue 
of Abraham Lincoln in butter, standing in 
yellow majesty across the aisle, 


Now, the feeding of our families is of so 
little concern that our sex passes coldly by 
a demonstration that may save their children 
from eating wood alcohol, aniline dyes, 
ground up bones, and other things that are 
neither wholesome nor appetizing even in 
small quantities, but our esthetic sense is 
so abnormally developed in the wrong direc- 
tion that we love almond mosques, butter 
portraits, and corn contorted by the hand 
of man out of all semblance to that wrought 
by the hand of God. When are we going 
to awake from our childishness—when are we 
going to arouse ourselvesto the proper setting 
forth of our own tables that our husbands 
and children and the stranger that is with- 
in our gates may in simple honesty eat honest 
food? It is true that if we accept an article 
that looks as well and isa little cheaper than 
another, we will have more time to sit on 
boarde and tell the state how it should feed 
the insane and paupers and inquire in many 
another business, but the time should come 
when organized womanhood turns its 
strength on to its own riguts and the rights 
of little children—the right to a mess of pot- 
tage that is hat it purportstobe. —

tion, for we have reached such a period of 


' so-called emancipation that we can no longer 


grind our pepper or our mustard, and so the 
manufacturer clieerfully grinds it for us and 
adds sundry things, such as ground cocoa 
shells, olive stones, dried peas. Vanilla and 
various extracts are frequently the by- 
products of coal tar, and aniline dyes please 
the iy many foods as well as fabrics. 
Oils dificult to detect and the problem of 
getting olive oil when that is the oll we wan 

is really a serious one. é'

No many manufacturers say that there 
is no harm in this so long as the adultera- 
tions are In small enough quantities not to 
injure. the consumer. But the government 
replies: Tou must label your product hon- 
estly. If the people want to eat wood alco- 
hol and aniline dyes they must buy it know- 
ing what they get.” One manufacturer re- 
ports that hesent out a consignment of cat- 
sup, part of which was pure and part was 
not. The pure was complained of by the 
consumer because it did not keep as long after 
being opened as the other. From which he 
argued that the consumer demanded the im- 


pure and therefore he must supply it. 


The manufacturer of an adulterated food is, 
of course, to blame for dishonesty of a dis- 
honest product, but he is not to blame for 
the ignorance of the housewife who hides 
her head like an ostrich and doesn't want to 
know about it because it is unpleasant and 
places responsibilities on her, Nor is he to 
blame for her avarice in demanding cheap- 
at any price... The School of Domestic 
Arts and Science and many other schools 
stand strongly against the ignorance and 
avarice that permit the buying of these 
things and the greed of the manufacturer 
who makes them, and will gladly intrest any 
housekeepers who have the courage to learn, 
and, having learned, the courage to act.

Relations of Chieago Univer- 
sity with Michigan and 
Wisconsin Strained. 


Midway School Left to Defend 
Damage Suits—1904 Games 
Not Affected. 7 


University of Chicago may sever athletic 
relations with Universities of Michigan and 
Wisconsin unless those institutions stand 
their share of the expenses resulting from 
| the falling of the stands at Marshall field two 

sears ago during the games between Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin. 

The matter has been taken up by the au- 
thorities of the Midway institution, and such 
an action Is regarded as a strong probability, 
although it will in no way affect football 
games scheduled for this fall. Damage 
suits have been brought against the Univers- 
ity of Chicago, showing that attorneys con- 
sider that institution legally Uable, but the 
Chicago authorities believe the Universities 
of Michigan and Wisconsin are morally 
hable. 

Coach Stagg yesterday sald: “If we feel 
we have not been squarely treated by Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan the university will, I think, 
undoubtedly sever all athletic relations with 
them.“ 

Prof. Eri B. Hulbert, head of the board of 
athletic control, said: No action has been 
taken by the board, although I admit the mat- 
ter has been discussed. We do not intend, 
however, to be hasty in the matter, and are 
now awaiting developments before taking 
any decided step which might mean the 
severance of pleasant relations with any in- 
stitution.“ 

Origin of the Trouble. 

The trouble had its origin in the collapse of 

a grandstand erected for the game between 
‘Michizan and Wisconsin on Nov. 1, 1902. On 
that the University of Chicago 
rented Marshall field to the contesting teams, 
taking for payment 10 per cem of the gate 
receipt. The stand which collapsed was 
} emected by and at the expense of the manage- 
ment of the visiting elevens. Since that 
time numerous damage sults have been em- 
tered against University of Chicago by per- 
sone who were in the stand. Legally, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, and Chicago are all liable 
to suit, but it is claimed the two institutions 
} entered into covenants with a number of 

the claimants with the result that they have 
= been sued. Chicago, on the other hand, 
has a number of cases standing gat proved it 
at present, and has settled a number of cages 
out of court. 


Decline to Share Losses. 

Wallace Heckman, business manager of the 
University of Chicago, said yesterday: Al- 
though in nowise responsibie for the erection 
or the collapse of the stand, we have already 
compromised a number of suits, at an ex- 
pense of about $2,000. There are in addition 
suits standing out against us toa substantial 
figure... We have asked both Michigan and 
Wisconsin to cover our losses in the matter, 
but up to date both havedecilined.” — 

It is the action of the athletic boards of the 
two institutions in declining to reimburse . 
Chicago for the money it has paid out, and 
in making alleged covenants with the claim- 
ants which precludes their being sued, that 
has éstrained the friendly relations of the 
three colleges. Members of the local faculty 
are inclined to think, however, the matter 
_ still admits of amicable settlement. 

President William R. Harper of the Uni- 
} versity of Chicago, When talked to over the 
telephone in Williams Bay., Wis., stated that 
he did not think it would be necessary to sever 
athletic relations with either of the universi- 
tles. No action to that effect has been 
taken. We never have been satisfied with the 
reluctance of and Wisconsin to 


— 


be settled without any unpleasantness. The 
report that the football games this fall might 
be canceled is, of course, absurd. Every 
game on the schedule will be played as 
planned.“ 
Not Bound by Contracts. 

Coach Stagg last night said that the foot- 
ball contract with Michigan rune out this 
year, and the three year contract between 
the maroons and the Wisconsin eleven, while 
virtually eed upon, had never been signed.

LICENSE OF THE NOTED RACE- 
TRACK IMPRESARIO REVOKED. 


Man Who Gained Fame in the Days of 
Old Garfield Park and Returned to 
the Scenes of His Former Conquests 
This Season Receives His Quiectus at 
the Hands of the Stewards of the 
Western Jockey Club—Namber of 
Is Issued, 


The impresario, 
“Colonel” I. P. Sharkey, again figures mo- 
mentarily in the lUmelight. ‘Yesterday 
Colonel Sharkey’s license as a trainer 
was revoked, for cause,” by the stewards 
of the Western Jockey club. 

But for this startling action a great many 
persons would have gone on in ignorance of 
the fact that the colonel was still on earth. 
Ten years ago he was a conspicuous person- 
age at the old Garfleld tacetrack, The man 
who was not on speaking terms, with the 
colonel in those days belonged to class B. 
About the time of the disastrous raid at 
Garfield, which resulted in the pistol duel 
between Capt. Sam Brown and a police de- 
tail, Col. Sharkey disappeared, and was not 
seen on local tracks again until this year. 
He proved to be the same persuasive, elo- 
quent colonel, and he was not long, it ap- 
pears, in arousing the jealousy of thé lesser 
lights who own and control racetracks and 
racing bodies. News of the colonel’s re- 
established greatness, of his influence with 
judges, owners, and jockeys, soon reached 
the stewards’ ears from boarding houses and 
hotels, the original authority for such facts 
being no less a person than the colonel him- 
self. No doubt, therefore, motives of envy 
inspired the ruling of the stewards yester- 
cay, which has again put the king of the 
touts *’ down and out. 

At yesterday's meeting the stewards also 
revoked the licenses of Jockey William 
Hodges and Apprentice Willlam McDermott 
for riding at “ outlaw " meetings, while the 
Heenses of C. Hutchinson and R. Blakemore, 
valets, were revoked for assaulting e 
ef the Worth track.

CHANGES IN YACHTING RULES. 


Interlake Association at Meeting Drafts 
Report Which Has Many Altera- ) 
tions—Adoption Is Likely. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 31.—[Special.}—The rules 
committees of the Interlake Yachting association, 
the governing body of the sport on Lakes e, 
St. Clair, and Huron, has just finished a meeting 
in this city and has drafted a report which makes 
sweeping changes in the classes and for the mos- 
quito fleet on these water. The alterations will 
undoubtedly be adopted, 

An entirely new twenty foot class hae been cre- 
ated. This is intended to take in the old twenty-one 
footers, which have been relegated to the rear by 
the Lipton cup class This will place them on a 
par with the large fleet of twenty footers on Lake 
Ontario, and interesting contests are looked for. 

In the éighteen and sixteen foot classes the com- 
mittee has struck out boldly for increased'stability 
and seaworthiness. Ali eighteen footers will here- 
after have to be oabined and equipped with solid 
spars. The classes are patterned largely on the 
lines of the Massachusetts Bay Yacht club. 


In all these classes snub noses and square bows 
are prohibited, as well as bilge boards and double 
rudders. Overhangs shall not exceed 90 per cent of 
the load water line, and all boats must have suf- 
| ficient air tanks for floatage. The sixteen footers 
must have a cockpit of at least ten feet, and the 
eighteen footers must bave at least a six foot cabin. 
‘The beam of all classes measured on deck at a * 
equidistant from the water line forward, and the 
extreme bow shall not exceed 46 per cent of the 
greatest water ling and the deck line shall not run 
at an angle with the center Une greater than 38 
degrees.
